Vou muſt not; therefore, expect to find 
ſo mung Herbs oollectoc for this Tardel as fometimes 
two little Bodks ure therefore bHfefed dd fall pills 
made up of ſundry Herbs s, aud gi tuſt a certalu bright- 
neis of aylez · in the choice vhereof I have not much 
}abonred, but took them as they came to hand; there 
being none amongſi them wich eontained not plenty 
of juice, if it were dratyn out according to art; none 
ſo infipid that vuld not afford matter for # whole 
book, if wolb contracted. The method hich Tjudged 
moſt genuine and proper for this Work, was not to 
preſs out their iquor erude, ĩm a ſimple enumeration, 
bat as it were in allmbee, by the gentle heat of poetry, 
to diſtil and extract their ſpirits: nor have I choſen 
to put them together which had affinity in nature, 
at might create a diſꝑuſt for want of variety; I ra- 
mer oonnected thoſe of the moſt different qualities, 
chat their ' contrary — nme * 
better ſet off each other. 

I have added ſhort s eee 6f 
learning, (whereof there is no oceaſion here offered; 
for what is more ca than do cürn over one or two 
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herbaliſts?) but becauſe that, beſide phyſicians, (whom 
I pretend not to inſtru, but divert) there are ſe ſo 
well verſed in the hiſtory of Plants as to be acquaint- 
ed with the names of them all ttt is part ot philo- 
ſophy that lies vut of the'gommonirbad.of learning, 
To ſucli perſons I was to ſopplythe luce · of a lexicon. 
But for the fake oi · the very Plants themſelves, leſtithe 
treating / of them in u poeticul way miglit derbgate 
from their real merit, and that ſhoule ſeem not dolat- 
tribute to them thoſe faculties wherewithi Nature has 
endued them (who ſtudies whatcis beſt to be dohe, 
not what is moſt capable of verbal ornaments) but to 
have feignet thoſs qualities whiels would afford the 
greateſt>mattey: for pomp and empty pleaſure :'for, 
becauſe: poetsare ſometimes alloweti to ak e fiftions, 
and ſomet have too exceſſively abuſed thav liberty, 
truſt is ſo holly denied to as, that we may not with- 
out bæaſitat om be believed when we aj] 4

as too credulous of the Greekiſh idle tales, that he 
may not ſafely be credited; he will find nothing in 
this ſubject mentioned by him which is not repreſent- 
ed by all that write of Herbs.: Nor would [ have the 
reader, becauſe I have made my Plants to diſcourſe, 
forthwith (as if he were in Dodona's grove) to ex- 
pect oracles, which, I fear, my verſes will only re- 
ſemble in this, that they are as bad metre as what the 
gods oſ old Sn e wann 
conſulted them. d 

Having given — 4 if any ; ſhall bpht 
upon this Book who: have read my former, publiſhed 
not long ſince by me in Engliſh, I fear they may take 
occaſion, from thence, of reprehending ſome things, 
concerning which-it will not be impertinent briefly to 
clear myſelf before I proceed. In the firſt place, I fore- 
ſee that I ſhall be accuſed by ſome of too much deli- 
cacy and levity, in that having undertaken great ſub- 
jeſts, and after a day or two's journey, I have ſtopt, 
through lazineſs and deſpondency of reaching home; 
or, poſſeſſed with ſome new frenzy, have ſtartled into 
ſome other road, inſomuch that not only the half (as 
they ſay, but the third part of the taſk has been greater 
than my whole performance: Away, they cry,

ceaſing not continually to begin, and being, like For- 
tune, conſtant in levity. But if, Reader! (as it is my 
deſire) we have furniſned you with what is agreeable 
to your appetite, you ought to take it in good part 

t we have uſed ſuch moderation as neither to ſend 
. hungry, nor cloy your ſtomach with too 
much ſatiety: tothis you muſt add, that our attempts, 
ſuch as they are, may excite the induſtry of others, 
who are enahled by a greater genius and ſtrength to 
undertake the very ſame or more noble ſubjects: as 
Ageſilaus of old, who thought he had made no great 
progreſs into Aſia, yet being the firſt in that adven- 
ture, he opened the way to Alexander for a plorious 
and entire conqueſt. Laſtly, (to confeſs to thee as 4 
friend, for ſuch I will preſume thee) I thus employed 
myſelf not fo much out of deſign, as carried on by a 
warmth of mind; for I am not able to do nothing, 
and had no other diverſion of my troubles; therefoie 
through a'wearifortieneſs- of human affairs; to theſe 
more pleaſing ſolaces of literature (made agreeable to 
me by cuſtom and Nature) my ſick mind betakes it-
